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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed March 1, 2007 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

Applicant’s arguments appear to be on the following grounds: 

1 . There is no teaching related to the problem raised in the claimed invention by 
Holsinger or Cerezo Pancorbo. 

2. Morrison has no point in common with the claimed invention because he does 
not produce a composite structure. 

Applicant’s arguments are not persuasive for the following reasons: 

1 . In response to applicant's argument that neither Holsinger or Cerezo 
Pancorbo provide teaching related to the problem raised in the claimed invention, the 
fact that applicant has recognized another advantage which would flow naturally from 
following the suggestion of the prior art cannot be the basis for patentability when the 
differences would otherwise be obvious. See Ex parte Obiaya, 227 USPQ 58, 60 (Bd. 
Pat. App. & Inter. 1985). 

2. The argument appears to suggest that Morrison is non-analogous art. The 
examiner notes that Morrison teaches a method of forming a composite material for 
aircraft applications and attaching subcomponents with tooling . The examiner therefore 
maintains that Morrison is analogous art because it is both in the same field of endeavor 
and is related to the same problem solving area as applicant’s.
